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Ford rolls to first ballot 
nomination victory tonight 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - Presi­ 
dent Ford, steadily building new support 
on the basis of his initial victory over 
Ronald Reagan, rolled toward a first- 
ballot nomination tonight at the 
Republican National Convention. 
Ford supporters all but broke the back 
of Reagan’s presidential challenge late 
Tuesday night, rejecting his bid to force 
Ford to reveal his running mate this 
morning. 
That selection appeared to be the only 
item of suspense left at this 31st 
national conclave of the GOP. 
Reagan, although continuing his forays 
among the delegations today, signaled 
resignation to defeat by pledging “my 
support to the ticket whichever way it 
turns out tonight.” 
And one of his aides said privately, “I 
don’t see any hope. But we’re hoping for 
a miracle.” 
Reagan’s pledge seemed to assure 
party unity in the race against Jimmy 
Carter this fall. The Democratic can­ 
didate himself, talking to reporters in 
Plains, Ga., predicted Republicans 
would be “substantially united” by 
general election time.

Ford’s triumph in his initial conven­ 
tion floor showdown with Reagan drew a 
small but steady stream of fresh support 
from the uncommitted ranks. 
UPI’s latest count at mid-day showed 
Ford with 1,148 delegate votes —18 more 
than needed for nomination. Reagan had 
1,043 and the uncommitted dwindled to 
68. 
After voting down Reagan’s rules 
change proposal during a stormy third 
session, the convention early today 
shouted approval of a conservative plat­ 
form. It contained a “morality in foreign 
policy” provision, sponsored by Reagan 
and unopposed by Ford, and a strong 
anti-abortion plank. 


With televised balloting for the 
nomination due at 9:40 p.m. EDT, Ford 
paid a morning “thank you” visit to cam­ 
paign workers at the Crown Center Hotel 
where he is staying, and told them: 
“We’re going to win in November.” 
“I feel great,” the President told 
reporters a bit later. “I’ll fed better 
tonight.” 
Vice President Nelson Rockefeller, 
ruled out of the running for the ticket 


early in Ford’s campaign, said on NBC- 
TV’s Today program this morning he ex­ 
pected the President to win nomination 
by an even greater margin than the 1,180 
to 1,069 registered on the rules vote. 
“But I have to feel that you got to stay 
right in there right up to the end,” 
Rockefeller said. “I wouldn’t relax. I’d 
work on every delegate to stay right 
where you think you are and add.” 
During the stormy third session of the 
convention, Rockefeller yanked away a 
placard held in his face by a North 
Carolina delegate, and a pro-Reagan 
Utah delegate tore the New York 
delegation’s telephone out by the roots. 
The President turned his party’s skep­ 
tics into willing believers on a roll-call 
vote of 1,180 to 1,089 that rejected 
Reagan’s make-or-break attempt to 
force Ford to name his vice presidential 
preference 12 hours in advance of the 
nomination balloting. There were 10 
abstentions. 
Ford's triumph was significant also 
because he picked up 22 uncommitted 
delegates on the roll call, while Reagan 
carried only a dozen. 
In a clear signal of the outcome, the in­ 


tensely wooed Mississippi delegation —■ 
largest single bloc of unpledged 
delegates at the convention — gave 30 
votes to Ford under its winner-take-all 
unit rule. 
Had he won, Reagan could have dis­ 
played dramatic evidence of Ford 
weakness and inability even as President 
to control his own party. 
Less than 24 hours before the nomina­ 
tion, the UPI delegate count gave Ford 
1,144 votes - 14 more than the majority 
required — Reagan 1,041 and 78 still un­ 
committed. During the day, Ford had 
scored a net gain of 14 delegates, Reagan 
only four. 
Speculation turned to Ford’s running 
mate — a decision crucial to his hopes of 
reuniting his party for battle against the 
Democrats. 
His political lieutenants told some 
fence-straddling delegates Tuesday that 
Ford had narrowed his list to four men, 
UPI learned. They were Sen. Howard 
Baker of T ennessee, Com m erce 
Secretary Elliot Richardson, U N. Am­ 
bassador William Scranton and Treasury 
Secretary William Simon.

Mel Wilde, school trustees, 
GaU Steiger and Barbara Berg and staff 
aides; Larson of LFT; Linger of LEA 
and about eight or nine teachers who sat 
in as observers.

Carter made no specific reply to 
charges levied against him by VFW 
Commander-In-Chief Thomas C Walker, 
who accused Carter of “slighting 
veterans’ issues. Carter said he thought 
his decision to speak at an American 
Legion convention in Seattle Tuesday, 
while refusing the VFW invitation, was a 
factor in the VFW anger. 
“I had to refuse. I can’t go to all the 
conventions,” Carter said, pointing out 
he gets 50 invitations per day to conven­ 
tions. 
On Tuesday, Carter said criticism of 
bis civil rights record by the ad­ 
ministration's highest-ranking black was 
factually Incorrect. 
Talking to reporters Tuesday after an 
energy briefing, the Dem ocratic 
presidential nominee shrugged off reply­ 
ing now to attacks on him at the 
Republican National Convention as a

Despite protests from the audience 
and their own stated misgivings that 
private business might suffer, members 
of the Lompoc City Council Tuesday 
night authorized the city staff to proceed 
with negotiating a contract to operate a 
pilot public transportation system with 
the Community Action Commission. 
“Well, so much for free enterprise!” 
said James Harrison, one of the 
operators of Vandenberg Limousine Ser­ 
vice, as be stormed out of the meeting at 
which the CAC’s proposal was approved. 
Harrison’s Arm was one of three that 
had submitted proposals for operating 
the 10-month pilot project, scheduled to 
begin early next month. Arrow Cab Com­ 
pany was the other. 
Ben Brown of Arrow Cab questioned 
the CAC’s experience in transportation, 
and Harrison asked what the status of 
the CAC was. 
When Ana belle Demetrius of the CAC 
explained that it was a private, non­ 
profit corporation which receives 
funding from a variety of sources, in­ 
cluding two cities, the county and federal 
governments, Harrison walked out. 
Alberta Morgan asked whether the 
project bad gone to bid. and Community 


Development Director Jack Lam ex­ 
plained that it had been made clear from 
the beginning that it was not to be a bid 
item. 
“Coincidentally, however, the CAC 
proposal was the lowest proposal we 
received,” he added. He said that the 
staff’s recommendation to accept the 
CAC offer was based on a number of fac­ 
tors, not entirely on experience or cost 
Arrow’s proposal was for $47,469 and 
Vandenberg Limousine s was for $44,567, 
compared to the CAC’s $43.900 City At­ 
torney Alan Davidson reported later that 
the city will have to pick up an additional 
$4.000 In insurance on the two Mercedes 
Bens buses which will be used in the pilot 
program. 
Mayor E. C. Stevens said it concerned 
him that private enterprise was placed 
at a disadvantage when it had to compete 
with a public agency. 


He noted, however, that the goal of the 
project is to develop the best possible 
transportation system for the least possi­ 
ble coat, and that using the CAC appears 
the best way to meet this goal. 
Councilwoman 
Elinor Lefkowitz 
pointed out that the city had been man­ 
dated to launch the public transportation 
project as a condition to continue to 


qualify jfor funds under the Public Tran­ 
sportation Act 
(SB 325). Money from 
these funds has been used so far for 
street improvement. 
“I regret the competition with private 
enterprise, but we must keep the bus 
system cost as low as possible to keep 
our street improvement cost down. ” 
Councilman Charles Ward said, “We 
must make this pilot project work," and 
indicated the CAC proposal appeared to 
be the best way to do H. 
Councilman Joe Valencia commented, 
" A m system using only two buses and 
costing $43 900 to operate is in trouble 
and I doubt that it will go beyond the trial 
period. I say let’s let the staff negotiate a 
contract and get on with it.” He motion 
passed 4-0, with Councilwoman Charlotte 
Benton, the council’s designated 
representative on the county CAC, ab­ 
staining. 
Later during oral communications 
Mrs Morgan said, “I hope we will still 
have a taxi and limousine service after 
the 10-month «project. It is hard to keep 
going when a public agency takes away 
your customers.” 
The council’s action also authorizes 
the city to apply for an additional $19,000 
claim for SB-325 funds through the Area 
Planning Council.

MANILA, The Philippines (UPI) — 
Driving rains today hampered relief 
operations to the southern Philippines 
where the toll of-persons known dead or 
reported missing to the area devastated 
by earthquakes and tidal waves passed 
5,000. 
The U.S. embassy said It has received 
no report of casualties among 360 
Americans, including missionalres, in 
the Mtodanao-Sulu disaster zone. 
The National Disaster Coordinating 
Cent«- said tonight its casualty reports 
listed 3,103 persons dead, 2,282 missing, 
688 injured and 28.716 homeless. 
The official Philippine News Agency 
said heavy rains forced a Philippine Air 
Force Fokker plane ferrying relief sup­ 
plies to Pagadian City, to the heart of the 
disaster zone, to turn back to Manila 
Gov Jose Tecaon of Pagadian’s Zam­ 
boanga Del Sur province, 500 miles south 
of Manila, said he feared an epidemic 
and appealed for medical supplies. 
Relief agencies ferried more than, 
12,000 pounds of relief supplies for the 
homeless earthquake victims. The U.S. 
Agency for International Development 
said it was prepared to answer any 
requests for aid. 
There was no report on the fate of 
Am erican Roman Catholic mis* 
sionairies, who were working at schools 
and churches on Mindanao, the second 
largest island to the Philippines 
Eight American members of the Order 
of Oblates of Mary Immaculate were 
working to Cotabato City at the time of 
the quake and three members of the 
Marist Order were living to Marbel, ac­ 
cording to the Rev. Sergio Morales at the 
Oblates headquarters to Hong Kong. 
Four more members of the Order of 
the Oblates of Mary Immaculate were 
reportedly working on the island of Jolo, 
southwest of Mindanao 
President Ferdinand Marcos, who 
reportedly planned to fly over the area to 
assess the damage, has placed the region 
under a state of calamity and ordered 
government agencies, including military 


units, mobilized for emergency work 
Officials said food, medicine, clothing 
and rescue equipment, including 
jackhammers and acetylene torches, 
were sent from Manila to the disaster 
zone. 
The quake rocked the southern Philip­ 
pines shortly after midnight Tuesday, 
spawning 18-foot tidal waves that lashed 
the coastal towns and accounted for 
most of the deaths, according to rescue 
workers. 
The National Earthquake Center at 
Golden, Colo., said the quake registered 
8.0 on the open-ended Richter scale. Last 
month’s earthquake to China — the 
strongest recorded in the world to 12 
years — measured 8.2. 


The death toll already has surpassed 
the 1,300 deaths caused by the eruption of 
Taal Volcano, 40 miles south of Manila, 
to 1911. 
Manila’s geophysical observatory said 
15 aftershocks were recorded following 
the main temblor, including one that 
registered 6.8 on the Richter scale, ac­ 
cording to the Colorado earthquake 
center. 


In Pagadian City, 450 miles south of 
Manila where more than 300 deaths were 
reported, a group of more than 20 
Australians working on a local road con­ 
struction project began their own relief 
drive for the victims by donating 50 
boxes of fried fish and 10 p ip for sl­ 
aughter. 
Pressures still building 
in Guadaloupe volcano 


POINTE-A-PITRE, 
Guadaloupe 
(UPI) — French scientists say a decep­ 
tive calm has settled over cloud-covered 
La Soufriere, but enough pressure is 
building up Inside the volcano to tear off 
its top in a giant explosion of cinders and 
gas. 
Volcano experi Michel Feuliard said 
Tuesday La Soufrière had ”10 times as 
much energy as it did on August 1,” and 
instrument readings showed the pres­ 
sure was multiplying daily 
Feuliard said seismographs recorded 
more than 1,000 separate earth tremors 
after the Monday night explosion that 
sent boulders and mud raining down the 
sides of the 4,900-foot mountain to a blast 
that could be felt to Pointe-A-Pitre, 12 
miles away. 
But he described the volcano as “quite 
subie” Tuesday with almost no tremors 
Guadaloupe Prefect Jean-Claude 
Aurousseau, the island’s top ad­ 
ministrative offftdal, said authorities 


would take advantage of the calm to 
sUge a “commando style” operation to 
remove livestock left behind when 
authorities evacuated more than 70,000 
persons from the volcano’s “death 
zone.” 
Aurousseau said the animals, par­ 
ticularly some 4,000 penned up cattle, 
would soon begin dying unless they were 
rescued. 
Scientist Pierre Brousse, whose warn­ 
ing of a cataclysmic eruption “within 12 
hours” sparked the evacuation of the 
volcano region Sunday, said he thought 
the pressure and the pattern of the earth 
tremors indicated La Soufriere would 
eventually blow iU top to a giant explo­ 
sion of gas and cinders. 
“Before it blows, there is a reddish 
glow above the crater and a projection of 
magma (molten rock) into the atmos­ 
phere to a vertical column,” he said.

The plant was 
closed last year after about 30 
workers were found to be suf­ 
fering from Kepone poisoning, 
which causes tremors and 
blurred vision 
Train also announced that 
the EPA was measuring 
Kepone in the air above the 
former site of the Hopewell 
plant. He said the soil near the 
plant is contaminated with 
Kepone and may have to be 
removed to prevent its escap­ 
ing into the atmosphere 
So far. Kepone contamina­ 
tion of seafood is confined 
primarily to the southern por­ 
tion of the heavily fished bay. 
But the wide-ranging preda­ 
tor bluefish. at the top of the 
food chain in the bay. has been 
found in areas of the bay north 
of the mouth of the James 
River, which appears to be the 
source of the continuing con­ 
tamination. 
Flounder, croakers and sea 
trout also have been found 
poisoned with Kepone at 
levels higher than the govern­ 
ment allows in fish destined 
for interstate commerce, the 
EPA said 
Train said amounts of 
Kepone found in crabs, clams 
and oysters from all parts of 
the bay appear to be below the 
allowable federal level. 


Abortion 
ban okayed 
on platform 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) 
— The Republican National 
Convention early today 
shouted its approval of a con­ 
stitutional amendment to ban 
abortion. 
Feminists made a futile ef­ 
fort to leave the platform 
silent on the abortion issue, 
but their amendment was 
defeated by an overwhelming 
voice vote. 
The issue did not reach the 
floor until about 2:30 a.m. 
EDT, and many delegates 
were tired and milling about. 
Those who listened to the 
debate cheered only speakers 
who supported the antlabor- 
tion plank. 
The plank endorses “efforts 
of those who seek enactment 
of a constitutional amend­ 
ment to restore protection of 
the right to life for unborn 
children.” 
Ann Peckham of Madison, 
Wis., an abortion advocate 
who led the p la tfo rm 
challenge, said, “ We just 
don’t believe it belongs in the 
party platform. It’s an issue 
that should be decided per­ 
sonally.” 
Mrs. Peckham, introduced 
as “Ms.” Peckham, said die 
wanted to correct the record 
to "Mrs.” Peckham, and she 
added that she “had three 
children because I wanted 
them and I still want them.” 
She said antiabortion forces 
use “buzz words that send up 
red flags and flares that tend 
to divide us.” One of the most 
inflamatory buzz words is 
“the right to life,” she said. 
Numerous speakers debated 
against the amendment, 
however. 
Charles Pickering of Missis­ 
sippi noted that the abortion 
plank was supported both by 
President Ford and Ronald 
Reagan. He also noted that 
abortion on deihand gives 
neither the husband nor 
parents any say-so on the is­ 
sue. 
Barge loaded 
with acid 
capsizes 


PORTSMOUTH, Va. (UPI) 
- A barge loaded with 250,000 
gallons of acid capsized near 
the mouth of the York River 
early today and the Coast 
Guard declared ah emergency 
in the Chesapeake Bay. 
A Coast Guard spokesman 
said the barge began leaking a 
combination of sulfuric acid 
and oleum, a sulfuric acid con­ 
centrate, shortly after it cap­ 
sized at 6:30 a.m. about one 
mile north of Wolf Trap Light 
near the mouth of the river. 
The spokesman said the 
highly corrosive, colorless add 
would be deadly to any marine 
life coming in contact with it.

The county clerk’s records 
show that on July 9, Carter 
Warehouse Inc., in which Jim­ 
my Carter, his mother, 
Lillian, and Billy Carter are 
the sole stockholders, was 
mortgaged to the National 
Bank of Georgia in Atlanta for 
six months for $1,008,067.90. 
Billy Carter, who runs the 
business, said the money will 
be used for warehouse operat­ 
ing expenses. The peanut 
harvesting service begins in a 
few days and the warehousing 
business will pay out far more 
in buying peanuts from 
farmers than it will take in 
through sales to processors.

Funk’s family owns Funks 
racing circuit and operates 
several greyhound racing 
tracks in conjunction with 
Ramcorp Metals Corp., 
formerly the Emprise Corp., 
a target of Bolles’ investiga­ 
tions. 
Funk “ seemed to be 
worried that his family would 
be blamed for the reporter’s 
death when they didn’t have 
anything to do with it," the 
trucker was quoted as saying. 
Bolles, of the Arizona 
Republic, was investigating 
land fraud when be was lured 
to a hotel June 2 by a 
telephone tipster promising 
information The tipster did 
not appear and a bomb was 
planted under Bolles’ car. 
When he returned to his 
auto a radio signal detonated 
the explosives. Bolles was 
severely maimed and died 11 
days later, after amputation 
of both legs Mid an arm. 
John Adamson, the tipster, 
was arrested and is awaiting 
trial on murder charges,

Lake told reporteres early 
today that Reagan believes 
delegates who voted against 
him on the vice presidential 
proposal will support him for 
the nomination tonight. 
Reagan, who watched the 
loss on television in his hotel 
suite, talked by telephone with 
many of his delegates on the 
floor and was told a "good 
number” of them opposed the 
rule change. Lake said. He 
said they felt it was “not a 
proper ammendment.” 


Lender's 'points' 


ruled as interest 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - At­ 
torney General Evelle Young­ 
er says the “points” pakl a 
lender to get a third-party loan 
constitute additional interest 
and must be considered in 
determining if the interest ex­ 
ceeds the legal limit. 
In a formal opinion, Younger 
Tuesday said the state Constitu­ 
tion limits annual interest on 
loans to 10 per cent. He said 
paying “points” — a point being 
generally 1 per cent — is a con­ 
tract for additional interest. 
The points are often used by 
lenders to induce a third party 
to finance a large loan such as 
that for a borne. The person 
seeking the loan pays the ad­ 
ditional points. 
Younger also said discounts 
points paid by a buyer on a con­ 
ventional home loan through 
the Federal Home Loan Mort­ 
gage Corp., or to the Federal 
National Mortgage Association 
also fall under the constitution­ 
al usury provision. 
He added FHA insured and 
VA guaranteed mortgages also 
come under the provision.

Miki won't 
quit over 
scandal 
TOKYO (UPI) - In a 
speech interrupted by shouts, 
jeers and catcalls, Prime 
Minister Takeo Miki today 
told 200 officials of his ruling 
party that he will not resign in 
the middle of the Lockheed 
scandal. 
“I shall never give up my 
job halfway,” the premier 
told a meeting of province 
level officials of the Liberal 
Democratic party. “I want 
you to support me fully.” 
Miki, 69, at times had trou­ 
ble making himself heard 
amid the cries of “shut your 
big mouth,” and “don’t talk 
nonsense.” Some party 
workers turned their backs to 
him while he was speaking. It 
was the first time he had been 
openly insulted at a party 
gathering. 
Against the advice of some 
of the party’s leading figures, 
Miki has insisted on full in­ 
vestigation of charges that 
Lockheed Aircraft Corp. 
secretly spent $12 million 
from 1958-1975 to promote 
sales of its planes in Japan. 
The probe led to the arrest 
of Miki s predecessor, former 
Premier Kakuei Tanaka, who 
was indicted Monday

In 1974, Congress passed P.L. 93-641, 
otherwise known as the National Health 
Planning and Resources Development 
Act. The law calls for the creation of 
local health systems agencies, state 
planning and coordinating councils, the 
continuation of medical facilities con­ 
struction and new regulatory programs 
to control health costs. 
The secretary of HEW, after consulta­ 
tion with the governor of each state, was 
to designate areas within these boun­ 
daries.

Korean army guards killed two 
American military officers and 
injured nine other American 
and South Korean soldiers to­ 
day in an unprovoked assault at 
the Truce Village of Pan- 
munjom, the U.N. Command 
said.

The North 
Korean guards attacked a small 
work party trimming trees in 
the Demilitarized Zone between 
the two Korea s, the command 
said 
The identities of the two vic­ 
tims were not immediately dis­ 
closed 
In Washington, a Pentagon 
spokesman said the killings 
“were the first deaths ever in 
the joint security area, site of 
' the joint armistice commission 
meetings ” 
The spokesman said the at­ 
tack occurred after one of the 
North Korean guard leaders 
ordered the others “to kill” the 
U.N. Command personnel. 
“The two U S Army officers 
died from massive head inju­ 
ries and stab wounds inflicted 
by an estimated 30 North 
Korean guards who attacked a 
small U.N. Command work 
party with axes, metal pipes 
and ax handles,“ said the 
spokesman.

Resources panel recommends 
amendments on coastal bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - The 
Senate Natural Resources Com­ 
mittee early today recommend­ 
ed the full Senate accept As­ 
sembly amendments to the 
legislature’s major coastal pro­ 
tection bill. 
The com m ittee action, 
following a five-hour hearing 
which ended shortly after mid­ 
night, is expected to provoke a 
floor fight over sending the 
measure (SB1277) to the hostile 
Finance Committee, which 
killed a similar bill last June. 
The Rules Committee, in an 
unprecedented decision Mon­ 
day, referred the bill to the 
Natural Resources Committee 
and recommended that the pan­ 
el pass the bill on to the Finance 
committee after completing, 
its review of the proposal. 
But the Natural Resources 
bypassed the Rules Committee 
recommendation by rejecting 
on a 3-5 vote a motion to route 
the bill to the Finance Commit­ 
tee rather than directly to the 
floor. Then on a 8-3 vote, it 
recommended full Senate ac­ 
ceptance of the amended 
measure. 
Sen. Jerom e Smith, D- 
Saratoga, the bill’s sponsor, 
said< he anticipated a floor bat­ 
tle from opponents seeking to 
refer the bill to the Finance 
Committee. Opponents hope to 
win Finance Committee sup­ 
port for sending the measure to 
a two-house conference 
committee for further changes 
which uKUnately might kill it. 
Smith said he hoped to bring 
the measure up for a floor vote 
“as soon as possible,” maybe 


tonight. 
When asked if he thought he 
had the 21 floor votes needed 
for final legislative passage, 
the lawmaker replied, “We’re 
going to find that out.” 
The legislation, supported by 
conservationists and Gov. Ed­ 
mund G. Brown Jr., would es­ 
tablish permanent controls 
over coastal development along 
the 1,072-mile California coast. 
The controls would affect a 
strip of shoreline generally 
1,000 yards in width although 
wider in sensitive areas such as 
the mouths of streams and 
rivers. 
At the Natural Resources 
Committee hearing Tuesday 
night, about a dozen persons — 
including representatives of the 
construction and mil estate in­ 
dustries and the County Super­ 
visors Association — testified 
in opposition to the legislation. 
They restated previous argu- 


ments that the bill was badl\| 
written, would cost thousand 
of jobs in the construction ini 
dustry and related trades] 
would open up the state to law] 
suits, and would unfairly in] 
trade on property rights.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Senate-passed 
legislation 
aimed at settling die long con­ 
troversy over what to do with 
the vacant $1.3 million gover­ 
nor’s mansion has advanced to 
the Assembly floor. 
The measure (SB 1521) by 
Sen. Alfred Alquist, D-San Jose, 
was approved on a 11-5 vote by 
the Assembly Ways and Means 
Committee Tuesday. 
It simply would allow the sale 
of the mansion c h i the banks erf 
the scenic American River in 
Carmichael for not less than 
<300,400. The money would pay 
for another mansion in Sac­ 
ramento adjacent to the’CapitM 
grounds 
But John Vtekerman, of the 
legislative analyst’s office, 
warned: "We could be getting 
ourselves into another 20-year 
controversy over building a 
mansion ” 
He said taxpayers could lose 
as much as <100,000 if the man­ 
sion were sold for the 
minumum price 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
refused to move into the 25,000- 
square-foot house when he 
became the state’s chief ex­ 
ecutive, catling It a “Taj 
Mahal ” Instead the 38-year-old 
bachelor moved into a 3250-a- 


month apartment across the 
street from his office. 
The MU would require the 
construction of a downtown 
mansion by 1980, right behind 
Brown’s apartment. 
Alqnist argued that the gover­ 
nor’s mansion should be part of 
the Capitol complex, likening 
the governor’s home to the 
White House. 
•The governor’s office be­ 
longs to the people and the man­ 
sion should be downtown so it 
can be part of that complex.”

from the legislature’s counsel 
stating that the state could sell 
the house and the 11-acre plot.

least one-third of all Mlateral 
trade cargoes.” 
The agreement says one-third 
of the cargoes involved in the 
1972 Trade Agreement between 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States would be carried in 
American ships, one-third in 
Soviet ships and another one- 
third in ships of other nations. 
In Baltimore the pickets 
handed out leaflets saying “a 
contributing factor in the status 
of the agreement has been the 
U.S. State Department’s long­ 
standing unwillingness to sup­ 
port an American-flag shipping 
capability and its failure to in­ 
sist on the Russians’ strict 
observance of the terms of the 
agreement.” 
“American-flag ships have 
been virtually eliminated from 
participating in the carriage of 
approximately 380,000 tons of 
American grain shipped to the 
Soviet Union in the month of 
August,” the flyers said. 
Similar demonstrations, at 
federal buildings, were held in 
Norfolk, Va., Seattle, Mobile, 


Ala., Philadelphia, New Or­ 
leans, New York, Chicago, 
Detroit, mid Houston. 


“We call on the American 
puMic to urge the President and 
Congress to demand Russian 
compliance with the terms erf 
the 
a g r e e m e n t,”

Brown told reporters that the 


State Department brought up 
the subject with the Soviets at 
the last maritime conference 
held in June.

bill allowing terminally ill 
patients to refuse the use of 
life-sustaining mechanical de­ 
vices has cleared an important 
Senate committee hurdle 
The Judiciary Committee 
Tuesday, following an emotion 
al hearing marked by outbursts 
from opponents of the measure, 
voted 8-2 to send the bill 
(AB3080) to the Revenue and 
Taxation Committee.

LANCASTER. Ohio (UPI) - 
Fairfield County sheriff's depu­ 
ties are investigating a puzzling 
imprint found in a corn field 
residents claim was made by a

Deputy Sheriff Steve Greiner 
said Tuesday officers found the 
imprints of three disks pressed 
about two inches into the soil of

According to deputies, 
reports of unidentified flying 
objects in the Fairfield County 
area began coming in last 
week.

“It is not only death we must 
deal with, but an artificially 
contrived process of dying we 
are trying to eliminate,” said 
Assemblyman Barry Keene, D- 
Eureka author of the bill. 
The measure was strongly op­ 
posed by “pro-life” groups 
which said its passage would 
eventually lead to euthanasia. 
Some witnesses compared it to 
laws passed in Nazi Germany. 
Under the MU, a terminally 
ill patient could sign a written 
directive to remove life- 
sustaining equipment, such as a 
respirator, when the only pur­ 
pose of using the mechanical 
devices was to delay death. 
The document must be 
witnessed by two persons who 
are not involved in the case. It 
can be revoked by the patient at 
any time, orally or hi writing. 
Dorothy Cavanuagh, 81, of 
Long Beach, said the “living 
will” measure was not needed 
“What is needed is more love 
and attention rather than a will 
that will ultimately bring lives 
to an end,” she said 
Burton Shamaky. mi attorney, 
said the measure was the first 
step toward passage of laws 
that would allow “ mercy 
killing.” 
“Once that concept is allowed 
to start in this country then the 
same thing will happen here 
that happened in Germany,” he 
said 
Keene bristled at comments 
that it would endorse mercy 
killing 
“ I personally abhor eu­ 
thanasia,” he said. “And it is 
specifically disauthorized in 
this MU for the first time in 
California ’’ 
Keene said he did not know if 
the Mil would face heavy op­

PLAINS. Ga. (UPI) - Jim­ 
my Carter says criticism of his 
civil rights record by the Ford

Talking to reporters 
Tuesday after an energy brief­ 
ing, the Democratic presi­ 
dential nominee shrugged off 
replying now to attacks on Mm 
at the Republican National 
Convention as a “waste of 
time,” but he answered sharply 
a charge by Transportation 
Secretary William T. Coleman, 
former president of the NAACP 
Legal Defense Fund and now a 
Ford delegate to the GOP con­ 
vention in Kansas City. 
“I was getting people out of 
jail in Plains, Ga., 10 and 15 
years ago when Jimmy Car­ 
ter’s people controlled the 
town,” Coleman said without 
elaboration in Miami Beach. “I 
don’t understand this business 
about Mr. Carter being a civil 
rights leader at aU.” 
Carter said that at the time 
he was an “embryonic busi­ 
nessman and had no authority ” 
over the town government. He 
said the Plains jail was a small 
cubicle where prisoners were 
kept briefly and that no civil 
rights leaders were jailed 
there. 
“Mr. Coleman is a function­ 
ary of the RepuMican admin- 
stration,” Carter said. “He 
works for President Ford and I 
don’t think that it’s improper to 
assume that was a factor.” 
During the briefing. Carter 
said: 
— He was “inclined to sup­ 
port” a proposal by Oklahoma 
Gov.

Tv tube inventor disappointed 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - The 
man who invented the televi­ 
sion tube more than half a cen­ 
tury ago doesn’t think much of 
its current use. 
Vladimir Kosma Zworykin, 
87, still working as a consultant 
for RCA, watches very little 
tv. 
“ I don’t think much of what 
they’re doing with it now,” he 
said. 
“ Television will play more 
and more a greater part in our 
lives. You’ve got to realize it is 
too important for this, what 
they’re doing. 
“ I watch wildlife shows, 
news, but not the other 
programs. You can’t have 90 
per cent of everything sex and 
violence. No, I don’t watch that. 
“Television has to be used for 
important things.” 
Zworykin, who retains his 
Russian accent, worked in 
electronic communications in 
the 1920s when it was an infant 
industry, when radio was to fill 
the communications gap and 
television was not thought to be 
entirely feasible. 
He was bom July 30, 1889, in 
Mourom, Russia, and received 
his undergraduate training at 
Petrograd Institute of Tech­ 
nology. He later studied in 
Paris and returned during 
World War I to serve in the Rus­ 
sian Army, but emigrated to 
the United States after the war 
and became a citizen in 1924. 
Television was one of his 
major achievements, but there 
are 120 other patents on 
electronic ideas, including the 
»l«rtran m irroscoD e. He tried 


retiring once, at age 66, and 
didn’t like it. 
“ I will retire when I die, ” he 
said, “ I don’t expect to stop- 
working.” 
He works at the David Sar- 
noff Research Center as an ex­ 
ecutive consultant for RCA. 
In a conversation marked by 
humorous asides and anecdotes 
about his early years and past 
colleagues, Zworykin told of his 
attempts to And a way to speed 
electronic picture transmis­ 
sion. 
The first order of business, he 
said, was to fashion a receiving 
tube. 
“ We had no money, you 
know,” he said, “ and we bad to 
rush. So we got some water bot­ 
tles, the 10-gallon water bottles. 
“ I said this should be big 
enough and I had a glass cutter 
at the laboratory work on them. 
So, he cut off the bottom and he 
cut off the top and got the 
center. Then out of thick glass 
he made the tube face and 
ground them, and then we 
produced the electronics and In­ 
sulated this thing.” 
He said there were other 
theories at the time, including 
mechanical duplication of light 
waves which he first worked 
with in Europe. In 1921 he was 
sure he had the answer. 
He invented the iconoscope, 
an early tv camera tube and 
the kinescope, the television 
picture tube. 
After they started producing 
the tubes, he said, he became ill 
with flu and was resting at 
home but they called him back. 
“ Nobody knew my name 


before. But here they were call­ 
ing me. For once we had 
production and they wanted 
more research in this. 
“ But the commercial people 
said there was no future in this 
thing. It was too expensive, 
they said. They were talking 
about $200,000. Now they spend 
$40 million. For what?” 
Zworykin said at first he 
could not send a picture, but he 
could transmit diagrams. 
“ 1 could send Mickey Mouse 
and I could semi geometric 
forms. The commercial people 
called for a demonstration. 
“ It wasn’t so good. But it did 
work. We had television by 
1923, and color tv in 1925.” 
But television as it is today 
was not possible until the 
development of the photo cells 
used in cameras, he said. 
The second edition of his 
book, “ Television,“ predicted 
that man’s “ first close view of 
the moon and the planets will, 
undoubtably, be through the 
eyes of television.” 


He said its best use so far was 
the first views of the surface of 
Mars, sent back from Viking l ’s 
television cameras. He has 
followed the Viking project 
closely, he said. 


He would like to see televi­ 
sion used for educational pur­ 
poses, particularly to disad­ 
vantaged countries. In the 
meantime, he is working on 
electronic acupuncture and 
other ideas for electronic 
medicine and studying biome- 
dics at the University of Miami 
near his winter home. 


Zworykin and his wife, 
Katherine, a physician, live 
most of the year in Trenton, 
N.J. He has received 27 awards 
for his work including the 
National Medal of Science. 
He Is called the “ father of 
television,” and his conversa­ 
tion turns back to its potential. 
“ Many times I was asked

when I was working in televi­ 
sion, ‘Why are you trying to 
produce this thing?’ 
“ The purpose of television is 
to see something that is too 
small or too big, or too 
dangerous to see. Or Is not visi­ 
ble at all.” 
“ I don’t think much of what 
they’re doing with it now.”

Record czars vying for holography

NEW YORK - (NEA) - If 
man’s emotional development 
ever kept pace with his 
technological progress, it 
would probably result in a 
civilization most of us would 
never recognize 
Emotionally, we seem to be 
remaining somewhere on the 
level of Neanderthal man; but 
technologically, it’s stagger­ 
ing what we’ve accomplished 
just within the pgst 10 years, 
feats not expected for decades 
in the future. 
The latest manmade marvel 
for us to ogle long before its 
predicted availability to the 
masses is holography, three- 
dimensional photography. 
Perfected by engineers to 
such a degree that production 
costs are no longer exorbitant, 
holography is now being close­ 
ly studied by a variety of peo­ 
ple within the entertainment 
industry who previously con­ 
sidered it either too ex­ 
perimental or too expensive. 
Among the skeptics were the 
recording companies but now 
that holography costs are 
more reasonable, music’s 
czars aren’t about to be left 
behind. 
Oh, they’re still blowing on 
their singed fingertips after a 
painful burn from their ill- 
f a te d 
i n v e s t m e n t 
in 
quadraphonic sound, the 
record industry’s first flop to

sim ultaneously. But ever 
seeking new ways to separate 
the public from its cash, the 
record bis is contemplating 
how it shall harness the sensa­ 
tion of three-dim ensional 
effects to sell records 
A former rock promoter

Essentially, what’s done to 
achieve the 3D effect is to seat 
the artist on a large, revolving 
turntable, where he performs 


at about one-sixth normal 
movement.

transferred to a glass strip 
that creates a film invisible to 
the naked eye. The film is 
finally projected and rendered 
visible. 
Sensing the magnitude of 
this all, Fox foresees his 
holographic device adaptable 
to trade conventions, super­ 
markets, business and even 
imprinted on concert tickets.

That is, unless you take 
some very basic precautions 
Most people don’t. So for the 
thief who wants, or needs, to 
make a quick buck ripping off 
your CB is easy. 
Here are 10 simple steps 
that will greatly reduce the 
chances of your CB being 
taken 
1. Use common sense. 
2. Always park in a well- 
lighted area 
3. Never leave car without 
locking it. 
4. Remove lock bolt covers 
on car doors 
5. Have CB mounted so it 
can be removed when away 
from car. 
6. Take it with you or put in 
trunk. 
7. Get a metal engraving 
pen from local hardware store 
and etch Social Security 
number on the CB chassis. 
8. Record serial number of 
CB and keep it in a safe place 
9. Purchase auto burglar 
alarm. 
10. Encourage local police 
departm ent to initiate a 
program to mark all CBs with 
metal «»graving pens 
With the use of these 
precautions most CB thieves 
can be thwarted. But recently 
in Cincinnati the police caught 
up with an accomplished CB 
thief 
In an interview, the thief — 
who was only identified as 
“John” — explained how he 
had made more than 930,000 in 
two months stealing CBs and

Such is the nature of tax 
legislation that more study 
and investigation are needed

Sen. Edward Kennedy, a tax 
reformer, scored a success 
over the chairman of the 
Finance Committee, Sen.

The question in dispute was 
not untypical. One tax 
loophole available to wealthy 
persons (it would not be worth 
the fuss and expense for or­ 
dinary folk) is the wording in 
the internal revenue code that 
permits an American citizen 
to avoid federal tax by es­ 
tablishing an irrevocable trust 
in a fo rein country. The 
House of Representatives 
voted last year to close this 
particular loophole with effect 
from the date in the previous 
year, 1974, when the Ways and 
Means Committee decided to 
recommend closing it. 
Under Long’s guidance as 
chairman, the Senate Finance 
Committee decided that in­ 
stead of taking effect on May 


21,1974, the clause should take 
effect on May 29, 1974. 
Somebody took the trouble 
to find out what happened dur­ 
ing those eight days and dis­ 
covered that four important 
private trusts bad been set up. 
The wording in the enormous 
tax reform bill naturally men­ 
tioned none of them: this is 
what Kennedy calls the "one- 
eyed, bearded, man with a 
limp” form of drafting. 
Senator Long put the counter­ 
arguments of the injustice of 
retrospective legislation on a 
trust after it has been 
irrevocably set up, but the 
Senate this time took Senator 
Kennedy’s word for it. 
Senator Long, an able com­ 
mittee chairman and master­ 
ly parliamentary tactician, 
himself raised the "one-eyed 
bearded man” technique 
recently to heights previously 
unexplored. In revising and 
rewriting the tax reform bill 
of 1975 as it came from the 
House of Representatives long 
ago, the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee wrote into it a clause 
giving lenient tax treatment 
to certain types of family 
trust receiving income from 
oil production.

Neighbors assist 
man with electricity 


AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - 
Charley Crayton has lived all 
his 54 years on the same tiny 
plot of land in first (me, then 
another tiny frame house never 
wired for the luxury of 
electricity. 
But four years ago Ben 
Franklin’s discovery suddenly 
became a necessity. Crayton 
discovered he had emphysema. 
For relief, he would struggle 
out of bed in the middle of the 
night during strangling attacks, 
grab a white, metal machine 
and take to the streets in search' 
of an electrical outlet. 
The Social Security pensioner 
used electricity from s neigh­ 
bor for a while, plugging his 
breathing machine into a 59- 
foot extension cord for his 
thrice-a-day treatments. 
The box, donated by a church, 
forces air into his diseased 
lungs, causing them to expand 
and allowing more carbon diox­ 
ide to be exhaled. 
But three weeks ago the 
neighbors moved. Crayton 
again had to hit the streets. 
Now he walks either a block to 
his nephew’s home or five 
blocks to his sister’s house to 
operate the machine 
The Craytons cook with a gas 
stove, keep their food in a 
cooker full of ice ("we got a 
refrigerator but no juice” ) and 
use gas heaters and a wood- 
burning stove to beat the house 
in the winter. They have a 
telephone. 
Local newspapers published 
articles teUing of Crayton’s 
plight 
Within a week charities and a 
savings and loan institution 
donated funds to provide 
electricity to the bouse. 


"I feel real fíne about the 
electricity and I thank all the 
people that helped," Crayton 
said. 
"I’m going to use it for the 
machine and the ice box. It gets 
a little expensive, otherwise.” 
Neither Crayton nor his wife, 
Christine, 54, is able to work. 
Crayton also suffers from a 
heart disease, diabetes and 
arthritis. His wife has heart 
trouble and high blood press­ 
ure. 
"When it gets real hot it sure 
is bad,” be said, wiping per­ 
spiration from his forehead. 
"When it’s 100 degrees outside, 
it’s 200 in here.” 
Crayton, a former roofer and 
mechanic, built two rooms of 
the house about 30 years ago 
after his first home was 
destroyed by fire. 
" I ’ve been living on this 
property all my life — I was 
born and raised here,” he said. 
"When the house was built, 
we didn’t put in any electricity 
because we just didn’t have the 
money.”

DETROIT (UPI) - The Detroit Tigers 
ought to play Bruce Kimm more often. 
Seems like every time he catches, they 
draw a big crowd. 
Kimm also gets a hit every now and 
then. Frank Tanana of the California 
Angels found that out to his dismay Tues­ 
day night when the Detroit catcher 
tagged his first pitch of the eighth inning 
for a game-winning home run, the first 
homer Kimm has hit in the major 
leagues. 
It broke a 2-2 tie and gave the Tigers 
and Mark Fidrych a 3-2 win—an outcome 
that was heartily approved by the 51,822 
fans, Detroit’s largest night crowd since 
1970 when 58,863 turned out to see Denny 
McLain return from a six-month suspen­ 
sion. 


The attendance meant Kimm has now 
drawn nearly half a million people 
(476,479) to 11 of his most recent starts. 
That average of 43,316 per game is more 
than double the 20,000 or so who usually 
pay to see Detroit play—making Kimm 
perhaps the biggest box office attraction 
the game has ever known. 
Of course that Fidrych fella that 
Kimm always catches might have 
something to do with those lofty atten­ 
dance figures. Kimm seldom starts when 
any other Detroit pitcher is on the 
mound. 
Fidrych, who has yet to pitch to anyone 
but Kimm, now is 14-4 with a 1.97 earned 
run average, the best among starters in 
the majors. He has perhaps 10 starts left 
in which to become the first rookie to 


win 20 games since Bob Grim in 1964. 
Kimm, playing in his 46th game, was 
clearly overjoyed at hitting the key home 
run. He jumped for joy as he rounded the 
bases, stomped on second, raised his fist 
in triumph and was mobbed by his team­ 
mates in the dugout. 
“Kimm had Tanana set up pretty 
good,” Manager Ralph Houk said. “He 
was taking the first pitch the first two 
times up so I think Tanana was just lay­ 
ing it in there.’’ 
“It was a half-baked pitch,’’ growled 
Tanana, a Detroit native, after seeing his 
record slip to 14-9. Kimm, an ex-Angel 
farmhand who caught Tanana when both 
were in the Arizona Instructional League 
in 1972, walked twice before his game- 
winning homer.

You know how it is with big league baseball 
players. They can’t show their faces in public 
without being mobbed, clawed and pestered by 
wild-eyed autograph seekers, back-slappers 
and friendly fans. 
Example: Roy Howell, starting third- 
baseman for the Texas Rangers, and his wife 
Karla, are having dinner in a seafood 
restaurant in Arlington, within home run dis­ 
tance of the Rangers’ ballpark. 
No sooner does Roy finish his salad, clam 
chowder and broiled catfish, when a trio of tiny 
kids sneaks up on the table. 
“Is your name Tom?” the group’s four-year- 
old spokesman asks Howell. 
“No, it’s not,” Roy answers politely. “Why 
do you want to know?” 
Boy: “Well, what is your name, then?” 
Roy: “Roy.” 
Boy (thoughtfully): “That’s a funny name.” 
The Howells laugh; the kids march back to 
their table. 
In the four days a reporter dogged Howell in 
restaurants, bowling alleys, bars, stores, 
crowded tennis courts, Taco Bells and Burger 
Kings — nobody recognized the thirdbaseman 
on the home town major league team. He was 
like Clark Kent out of uniform. 
There are several logical explanations. 
Roy is a young kid (22) who is not yet a star, 
playing for a team that is losing and thus not 
receiving heavy publicity, in an area that is 
football oriented. 
He is not physically imposing, and not a 
flashy dresser. Roy’s tastes run to well-worn 
golf shirts or tee shirts, blue jeans, boots or 
sandals. 
(The Rangers, generally speaking, dress for 
comfort. Coming out of their clubhouse after a 
game, they are about as sartorially resplen­ 
dent as your average skm-pitch softball team.) 
Another explanation for Roy’s relative 
anonymity in such a small major league town 
is the fact that he doesn’t seem to get along 
well with cameras. His picture in the Ranger 
yearbook shows only his back during a swing. 
His game-program and publicity pictures 
would look more appropriate hanging in a post 
office. They turn a pleasant-looking guy into 
someone from whom you certainly would not 
buy a used car. The program photos of most of 
the other Rangers are similarly uncomplimen­ 
tary.) 
But out at the ballpark, Howell’s autograph 
is as much in demand as anyone’s. There is 
usually a clump of autograph hounds greeting 
the players when they come out for batting 
practice, and a similar group waiting outside 
the parking lot after the game. 
Roy routinely stops and signs. 
“Hey, it’s Roe Haaal,” drawls one of the 
kids as Roy signs the boy’s program. 
“I liked your hit, Mr. Haaal,” says another, 
extending his pen and program. 
One recent game, when armies of kids were 
lured to the ballpark by a promotional 
giveaway, Howell signed 30 to 40 autographs 
before the game, and as many after. 
“I enjoy signing autographs,” he says later. 
“What bugs me Is when I’m signing for the 
kids and the parents are punching the kids out 
of the way or pushing their kids on top of other 
kids. They should just leave ’em alone and let 
the kids have a good time ... I think they should 
fill the whole ballpark with kids. Have a kids 
only day. Say you have to be 15 or under to get 
in. That would be a neat promotion.” 
The glamour of the Mg leagues is reserved 
mostly for the Catfish Hunters, the Reggie 
Jacksons or the Hank Aarons And a few of the 
Rangers have achieved local celebrity status. 
Driving down the Dallas-Ft Worth turnpike, 
Howell points out a billboard featuring team­ 
mate Toby Harrah in a snappy suit, plugging a 
local men s clothing store. Harrah gets a free 
wardrobe for his trouble 
But even for un-stars like Howell, there are 
major league fringe benefits Roy and eight 
other Rangers went on a two-week “Qievy and 
baseball ’ promotional tour of Texas last 


winter, a tour that consisted mainly of driving 
around in new cars, eating three free meals a 
day and yukking it up with various civic groups 
and clubs. 
In return, each of the players receives a 
brand new Chevrolet to use for the season. The 
Howells will soon trade in their Camaro for a 
fourwheel-drive pickup. Harrah has just swap­ 
ped his Monte Carlo for a white Corvette. 
This summer Roy and three other Rangers, 
and their wives, have been invited to head a 
tour group to Hawaii for a week. All free. 
“Just show up at the airport with your sun tan 
lotion,” are Roy’s instructions. 
With soaring salaries for superstars and 
nagging labor hassles in recent years, fans 
often picture all players as greedy malcon­ 
tents. Howell is defensive about this image.

“People come up to you and say, ‘You’re 
making |&0,000,’ or ‘You’re making 6100,000.’ 
They think everybody makes that much 
money.” 
The minimum big league salary is $16,000, 
and the average is »30,000. Howell probably 
makes something around the average. 
He was the Rangers’ number one draft pick 
in ’72, and signed for a bonus in the 
neighborhood of $80,000. 
“I was very fortunate, but there’s not many 
of those (bonuses). like Mike Hargrove (the 
Rangers’ best hitter and 1974 A.L. Rookie of 
the Year), He signed for two watermelons and 
a can of beans.” 
Compared to most 22-year-olds, Howell is 
making very good bucks. But he’s making 
them in a profession where the average career 
is about four years. 
Last year he signed on with a financial 
management group The same group handles 
such people as race driver Johnny Rutherford, 
actor Jimmy Brown, baseball players Frank 
and Brooks Robinson and a few Rangers (The 


same group puts on the “Superstars” competi­ 
tion in Florida.) 
Howell’s paycheck is sent directly to the 
group’s office in Cleveland. They pay his bills, 
invest his money, and send the Howells a 
monthly check to live on. 
The group’s fee is a straight five per cent of 
Roy’s baseball salary. For that fee, they 
negotiate his salary, handle his taxes and in­ 
surance, pay his bills, give legal and financial 
advice, invest his money, and look for outside 
sources of income, such as endorsements. A 
contact lens company is interested in having 
Roy endorse their product. 
Howell invested his original bonus in 
property near Arroyo Grande. He recently sold 
the property and the group is re-investing the 
money. 
The Howells don’t live like superstars. Their 
days are filled with routine shopping trips and 
errands, tennis or bowling, visiting friends, or 
just sitting around. After games, th^y oc­ 
casionally stop for a few drinks or dinner, or 
head home for sandwiches and milk. 
But there are elements of glamour 
“I think it’s tremendous, as far as travel,’’ 
Roy says. “And I guess you’re in the limelight 
a little bit. I enjoy it tremendously. Basically, 
I’m like an entertainer, although I hope I don’t 
make people laugh. 
“People look at our profession as being 
glamorous, but it’s an awful lot of hard work 
and an awfully time-consuming occupation 
There’s more to it than just going out there and 
playing nine innings.” 
Howell never seems impressed or awed by 
the fact that he is a big leaguer. 
Well, almost never. 
One afternoon he brought his new camera to 
the ballpark and asked a friend to take some 
posed shots of him with some of the other 
players. While the friend waited by the catting 
practice cage, Howell would drag back 
Rangers and Minnesota Twins, one at a time, 
to pose with him. 
“This is super,” he said after about the 20th 
shot. “I’ll get these blown up and hang ’em in 
my den or something. Someday they’ll be 
something to look back at. What I’d really like 
to do is take my camera on road trips and get 
shots with guys like Hank Aaron.” 
There’s a little bit of little kid in everyone.

MONTREAL (UPI) - After a brief fl­ 
ing with Canada, 17-year-old U.S.S.R. 
diver Sergei Nemtsanov, who defected 
during the Olympics and stirred up a 
political hornet’s nest, is returning to his 
country. 
Nemtsanov’s bid for “freedom” began 
during the politically troubled Olympics 
and ended Tuesday in a hotel coffee shop 
as the youth voluntarily turned himself 
over to two Soviet Consulate officials. 
Immigration officials said the decision 
was strictly Nemtsanov’s and totally 
voluntary. His lawyers said the youth 
was returning out of concern for his aged 
and ailing grandmother. 
Rene Pappone, an im m igration 
spokesman, said in Ottawa “there has 
been no pressure on the part of any in­ 
dividuals on Mr. Nemtsanov to have him 
come to any kind of decision.” 
He said Soviets had been in touch with 
the youth on only one supervised occa­ 
sion and could not have pressured Nemt­ 
sanov. Canada had also made it clear he 
was free to stay. 
It was not known when Nemtsanov 
would be returned to the U.S.S.R., but 
the next Aeroflot flight from Montreal to 
Moscow was scheduled for Thursday. 
The diver’s defection prompted two 
stiff Soviet diplomatic notes to Ottawa 
and a threat to cut off sports relations 
with this country. The ban would have in­ 
cluded the international Canada Cup 
hockey series to begin Sept. 2, Soviets 
said. 
Comeback try 


During the infighting for custody of the 
youth Soviet sports officials charged he 
had been kidnaped and brainwashed by 
professionals, They hinted he had been 
drugged. 
Nemtsanov’s lawyers said Tuesday the 
youth, who had been staying with the 
family of John Fleming in Toronto, “told 
the Fleming family he was concerned 
over the health of his aging grandmother 
and accordingly wanted to return, and he 
confirmed this at the interview with the 
Canadian immigration authorities (Mon­ 
day night).” 
The two lawyers, David I. Matheson of 
Toronto and Alex K. Paterson of 
Montreal, said in a statement Tuesday 
“we would like to make three com­ 
ments: First, in the words of Mr. Flem­ 
ing, Sergei Nemtsanov throughout his 
stay always expressed pride for his 
country, notwithstanding that at one 
point he wished to stay in Canada. 
“Second, we have observed throughout 
that at all times Sergei has been given 
full opportunity to make the decisions he 
has made. 
"Third, from the time he left the 
Olympic Village he has had complete 
support both from government officials 
and from those who took care of him. 
“We are satisfied with the manner in 
which all of those involved provided for 
him during his presence here,” the 
lawyers said. 
In all, nine persons defected to Canada 
during the games. All but one were from 
Eastern Bloc states. 


Thomas is a new man 


DALLAS (UPI) — The outcome of 
Duane Thomas’ comeback saga is still 
very much in doubt but the fact there has 
been a comeback at all could be one of 
the major stories of this year’s National 
Football League season. 
It is difficult to believe the intensely 
competitive man now trying to make the 
Dalliui Cowboys is the same one who five 
years ago told the club officials where to 
go and what to do when they got there. 
“That was 1971 and this is 1976,” 
Thomas says simply. “Now I’d say I’m 
more open. Yeah, more open. I’U leave it 
at that. That was just part of my career. 
Everybody’s career is different and that 
was just a part of mine.” 
Four seasons as a football nomad ob­ 
viously have mellowed Thomas. When 
the Cowboys signed him as a free agent 
earlier this year, Thomas was no longer 
the brooding malcontent, who refused to 
submit to media interviews and called 
Coach Tom Landry a “plastic man.” 
This Duane Thomas shakes hands with 
kids, grants interviews—even when he s 
in a hurry — and showed at training 
camp in Thousand Oaks, Calif,, that he’s 
very dedicated to football. 
“He trained and worked harder than 
anybody we’ve ever had at camp,” said 
Vice President Gil Brandt, whom 
Thomas once called a “liar.” 
“He’s turned his life around complete­ 
ly. At camp he was up at six o’clock and 
running cross country, which is above 
and beyond the call. I’ve never seen a 
guy that wanted to make it so bad.” 
Thomas feels confident about coming 
back although he was bothered with in­ 
juries since leaving the Cowboys and has 
played little the last four seasons. A 
pulled hamstring in training camp 
further hindered the effort. 
*T’m competitive and I’m going to ex­ 
ercise that competitiveness,” Thomas 
said. “Being injured was a lesson to be 
learned but my work pace has increased 
lately and I’m feeling strong.” 
Thomas started the Cowboys’ 
preseason game against Denver and 
gained only 22 yards on 11 carries His 


longest run was a seven-yarder, which 
drew a cheer from the crowd. 
Coach Tom Landry appreciates the ef­ 
fort Thomas has put in since returning to 
the Cowboys but the coach says Thomas 
will be given no extra considerations 
even though he is trying Ms best to 
please.

Sparky: the Reds' con man

NEW YORK (UPI) - Sparky Anderson 
tells you straight out he’s a “con man.” 
One of the best, he says. Go up to some 
other manager ami call him that and he’s 
liable to punch you in the nose. Not Sparky 
Anderson. He admits he’s one, but he can’t 
be all had because when it comes to winn­ 
ing ball games, which still is the chief way 
they judge people in his business, he now 
stands as the most successful manager 
ever to set foot in the National League 
His approach to his job is what makes 
Sparky Anderson so good at it. To him, 
there are no better ballplayers anywhere 
than his own ballplayers, the Cincinnati 
Reds. He’s always pumping them up, 
never telling you what he contributes. 
Some ballplayers can go for weeks on 
one pat on the back. A guy like Sparky 
Anderson realizes that and makes the 
most of it. The big reason most of the 
California Angels turned on Dick Williams 
before he was paid off a couple weeks ago 
was because he stripped them of their con­ 
fidence, telling them right to their face 
they had no business calling themselves 
big leaguers The Angels came close to 
revolting. 
Sparky Anderson never runs down his 
players. He always builds them up, 
sometimes too high. 
“It’s gotten me into a lotta trouble,” he 
confesses ” I honestly believe we have the 


best ball club and have said that right 
along. When you say that before the 
season even begins, in effect, you’re also 
saying you gotta win. You’re putting your 
head on the block is what you’re doing. 
Truthfully, though, isn’t that what the fun 
of life is aU about? What are you supposed 
to do, go around worrying about being 
fired all the time? To me, the worst word I 
keep hearing is ‘security.’ Wouldn’t it be 
awful to go to the office every day and 
know you have complete security? You’re 
your own best security. You hire yourself 
and you fire yourself.” 
Nobody could put it any better. 
Not so long ago, Sparky Anderson 
became involved in a discussion about his 
ball club with Jerry Coleman, the former 
second baseman for the Yankees now do­ 
ing the play-by-play for the Padres. TTiey 
talked about how strong the Reds were 
and soon they were comparing them with 
some of the Yankee pennant-winners 
Coleman was with in the ‘50s. 
Behind the plate, they agreed it was a 
tossup between Yogi Berra and Johnny 
Bench. Berra is in the Hall of Fame 
already and Bench will join him there 
some day, said Anderson. 
There was another push at first base 
between Bill Skowron and Tony Perez, but 
at second base. Coleman laughingly told 
Anderson, “the difference there is like day 
and night, and I know you’ll take Joe 
Morgan over me.” 


They could come to no clear-cut agree­ 
ment at shortstop where Anderson 
wouldn’t concede Phil Rizzuto over Dave 
Concepcion. Over at third base Coleman 
couldn’t possibly argue for anybody with 
the Yankees over Pete Rose. Anderson 
feels Rose will go into the Hall of Fame on 
the first ballot and he’s probably right. 
“We gotta get (Mickey) Mantle in 
somewhere,” the Reds’ manager made his 
first concession to Coleman in the outfield. 
He didn’t give him anything else, though. 
Hank Bauer played right field all the 
time Coleman was with the Yankees and 
Gene Woodling, Iry Norm, Elston Howard 
and Enos Slaughter were among those in 
left, and while Sparky Anderson agreed 
they were good ballplayers, he said he’d 
have to take George Foster over anyone 
“this year” and Ken Griffey as well 
“because of his speed and aU the other 
things he can do." 
Finally. Coleman and Anderson got to 
the pitching-Vic Raschi, AUie Reynolds 
and Ed Lopat for the Yankees; Don 
GuUett, Gary NoUui and Fred Norman for 
the Reds. 
“ There’s no way to compare the 
pitchers then with the pitchers now,” said 
Sparky Anderson. “How can you honestly 
compare pitchers in two different eras? 
You can’t do it.” 
Sure you can, but you have to consider

SAN FKANCISOO (UPI) - 
Almost everyone now knows 
that the internment of 110,000 
Japanese Americans (luring 
World War II is one of the most 
disgraceful episodes in Ameri­ 
can history. 
But not so many know that 
these loyal Americans were put 
in concentration camps despite 
the fact that a government 
study showed they posed “no 
threat” to national security — a 
study that was ignored at the 
highest levels because it was in­ 
convenient. 
This study —conducted by 
Curtis B. Munson, a Special 
Representative of the State 
D epartm ent — was made 
before Pearl Harbor at the 
mandate of President Franklin 
Roosevelt. It was unequivocal 
in its endorsem ent of the 
loyalty of the Japanese Ameri­ 
cans. 
This study, along with much 
other material, is the basis for 
a new book on the subject, 
“Years of Infamy: The Untold 
Story of America’s Concentra­ 
tion Camps,” by Michi Weglyn, 
recently published by William 
Morrow and Co. of New York 
($10.95). 
The author, who herself was 
interned in the camp at Gila, 
Arii., also tells the story of the 
thousands of persons of Japa­ 
nese descent "legally kid­ 
naped” from South and Central 
American countries by the U. S. 
State Department with support 
of the departments of Army, 
Navy and Justice and brought 


to the concentration camps in 
the United States. 
The list of villians, as set 
forth by the author, is long and 
includes many persons — such 
as then California Attorney 
General Earl Warren — who 
later presented to the public a 
liberal image. 
But the worst of these are the 
high rankers in the governmen­ 
tal departments, such as Navy, 
State and War, who had read 
Munson’s report and ignored it 
to implement the politically ex- 
p e d ie n t roundup of th e 
Japanese. Some of the others 
may have actually believed 
there was danger from the Issie 
and Nisei — even those toddlers 
who spent their form ative 
years behind barbed wire — in 
the land of the free. 
But all these and other* con­ 
tributed to what has been called 
“the single worst wholesale 
violation of civil rights of 
Americans in our history.” 
And the fact that all of us 
have not yet learned a lesson is 
attested to by the fact that just 
recently a plaque at the site of 
the wartime “relocation” camp 
at Manzanar was mutilated 
because it contained the term 
“concentration camp.” 
The whole episode is a glaring 
endorsement of Pogo’s precept 
that “we have met the enemy 
and he is us.” 


MILLBRAE, Calif., (UPI) - 
It is often quite chilly on 
Alcatraz, but for those with 
long memories, it is always a 


chilling island. 
Because for a short time — 
extremely short in the history 
of the island, extremely long 
for those who lived through it — 
A lcatraz was the home of 
America’s toughest society. It 
housed the hardened criminals 
of the prohibition era, the 
criminals that could not be held 
anywhere else because of their 
desperate cronies outside. 
That is what Alcatraz is best 
known for. Yet it has had 
several other lives — including 
a spell as a health resort. 
The story of the island — 
named for the pelicans -- is told 
in prose and pictures by two 
journalistic brothers, Ted and 
H o w a rd 
N e e d h a m , 
in 
“Alcatraz,” published recently 
by Celestial Arts of MiUbrae, 
Calif. ($3.95). 
Although there has been 
human life on the island, moat 
notably a few years ago when it 
was occupied by Indians in a 
protest movement, Ted Need­ 
ham chose to photograph it 
devoid of humans. 


The result is fitting inasmuch 
as it gives the feeling of isola­ 
tion that was so much a part of 
the island during its days as 
America’s most infamous 
prison. And many of the pic­ 
tures are truly “chilling.” 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Warren L. Hanna cannot be ac­ 
cused of “dashing off” his story 
about the glacier country of 
Montana. 


In fact, there might be those 
who say he procrastinated In 
getting his book to market. 
Hanna and his wife first 
wrote the story in 1925 in El 
Paso, Tex. It was finally 
published this year as “Mon­ 
tanans M any-Splendored 
Glacierland” by Superior 
Publishing Co. of Seattle. 
Hanna admits that there is 
little resemblance between the 
1925 version and the 1976 one. 
But the country is of course the 
same. 
Hanna discusses all aspects 
of the area. For instance, the 
subtitle of the book is even “All 
You’ve Ever Waited to Know 
about Glacier Park.” 
The book is fully illustrated 
and includes several pages of 
colored photographs. One of 
these is most interesting as a 
white-on-white composition. It 
shows a ptarmigan, the “park- 
bird,” in its winter garb of snow 
white just after it has landed in 
a snowbank.

The B-1 
In passing the $104 billion 
defense appropriations bill the 
other week, the U.S. Senate 
also approved an amendment 
postponing a decision on mass 
producing the controversial B- 
1 bomber until after the next 
president is inaugurated. 
Fate of the B-1 remains un­ 
certain, however. The House 
is on record in two recent 
votes for going ahead with 
production in November, as 
originally scheduled. 
To say that the B-1 is con­ 
troversial is to put it mildly. 
Since the initial contract was 
signed in 1969-’70 with 
Rockwell International, the 
plane’s designer, cost of the 
bomber has soared from 
around $32 million a copy to an 
estimated $88 million, reports 
Barron’s financial weekly. 
Total cost of the program, in­ 
cluding research and develop­ 
ment, has jumped from about 
$10 billion six years ago to $23 


billion today, and some critics 
say it could eventually cost 
$100 billion. 
Not only that, but the plane 
as now blueprinted is less than 
the aircraft proposed in the 
late 1960s to replace the 
nation’s aging fleet of B-52s. It 
is slower, heavier by 30,000 
pounds and thus more expen­ 
sive to operate and with a 
s h o r t e r 
r a n g e , 
and 
operationally deficient. 
These difficulties are not 
“mere kinks” that need to be 
ironed out but are faults in the 
integral features of the air­ 
craft’s design, says Barron’s. 
But even if the B-1 program 
were to be scrapped today, it 
would cost taxpayers an ad­ 
ditional $100 million in 
cancellation fees to Rockwell 
International. 
No wonder Congress is 
thinking about dropping this 
hot potato in the lap of the 
next president.

Reagan's road 
from Damascus 


KANSAS CITY - The conversion of 
Ranald Reagan, like the experience of 
the Apostle Paul on the road to 
Damascus, was a sudden awakening. 
One friend, fellow actor-turned- 
politician George Murphy, can even dte 
the moment that Reagan saw the light. 
Not long afterward, the crusading liberal 
of the 1940s became a 
militant conservative 
in the 1960s 
The 
youthful 
Reagan, who was later 
to inveigh against stu­ 
dent 
a c tiv is ts , 
himself led a student 
protest at Illinois’ 
Eureka college in his 
freshman year. With 
all the zeal of Paul, he 
also began persecuting 
the corporations that 
he 
would 
later 
embrace. He became a union activist, 
quick to take the stump in behalf of the 
workers. 
In Hollywood, he became better known 
as the ardent, articulate president of the 
Screen Actors Guild than as a "B”- 
picture actor. Entertainer Sheila 
MacRae, who worked with Reagan in the 
Hollywood of the 1940a, described him as 
"the Warren Beatty of his day." Beatty 
is devoted to liberal cuases. 
Assigned to an Army motion picture 
unit during World War II, Reagan 
regularly assailed his fellow soldiers 
with Uis leftist views. He became as­ 
sociated with several left-leaning 
groups, included the American Veterans 
Committee 
In 1960, he supported Helen Gahgan 
Douglas against Richard Nixon in the 
classic Senate campaign that Nixon won 
by »nearing her as the "pink lady." But 
two years later, Ronald Reagan startled 
Hollywood by backing the Dwight 
Eisenhower-Richard Nixon ticket. 
What had turned Reagan into a sudden 
Republican? Former Sen. George 
Murphy, R-Calif., told us it was 
Reagan s dread of Communism. "We 
had discussions about the Communists," 
Murphy said. He warned Reagan that 
left-wing radicals were infiltrating 
Hollywood’s craft unions. . 
"Ronnie didn’t believe me at first,” 
Your

recalled Murphy. "But finally one night, 
when he was hooed off the stage while 
giving a speech, he saw the light." 
There was another new influence on 
Reagan. He married Nancy Davis, a 
young actress from an arch-conservative 
family, In 1952. Knowledgable sources 
told us she la a strong-willed person who 
helped pull Reagan to the right. But 
other sources close to the family 
minimised her political influence on her 
husband. 
In 1964, the former labor agitator 
signed on with General Electric. He not 
only became GE’s mouthpiece on televi­ 
sion but also lectured company workers 
across the country on the virtues of free 
enterprise and the rewards of 
capitalism. 
Reagan intimates say his GE ex- 
K 
* ce, which lasted eight years, 
to shape his political views. 
Recalled one source: "It was as though 
he underwent a religious conversion. 
From extreme liberalism, he made a 
strong shift to the right. He felt he had to 
prove that he was a true believer in the 
conservative cause." 
Another important influence, ac­ 
cording to several sources, was Sen. 
Barry Gold water, R-Ariz, who ironical­ 
ly has turned against Reagan in the 
showdown with President Ford. Reagan 
was so impressed with Goldwater’s 
political writings that he pushed them on 
friends. 
Whatever the causes of Reagan’s 
political transformation, a campaign 
spokesman preferred to attribute it to a 
"long process of education and political 
maturity.” 
Moat people who know Reagan, in­ 
cluding those who dislike his politics, 
agree that he is a likable guy. He has an 
all-American quality — the easy grin, 
the engaging sincerity, the open manner. 
He has always been quick to mount the 
soapbox, to stand up and speak up about 
the issues "Ronnie is the kind of guy 
who, if you ask the time, will tell you 
how to build a watch," Art Linkletter 
told us. But he has always found Reagan 
practical — a “ realist,” not a 
"dreamer," said Linkletter 
Others called Reagan "shallow” and 
"superficial.” He looks for "easy 
answers to complex problems," said one 
acquaintance. Novelist Irving Wallace 
said Reagan gleaned moat of his infor­ 
mation in capaulated form from the 
Readers’ Digest. The two served 
together in the Army. 
Reagan also studied the Army maps 
and followed the war closely. He was 
deeply interested in world affairs, an in­ 
terest that still occupies him, an in­ 
timate said. 
Reagan likes to limit his working hours 
from nine to five, with plenty of rest He 
tends to get cranky when he’s tired and 
detests the long campaign grind. Some 
cited this as evidence that he 4a lazy. 
Others said he is well organised and sees 
no reason for putting in overtime 
Ronald Reagan, according to those 
who have worked under him, is a good 
administrator, but above all, he is a 
polished performer.

The Ford people were displeased by 
Senator Buckley’s announcement that he 
would permit his name to be placed in 
nomination. So were the Reagan people. 
And maddest of all was Mr. Richard 
Rosenbaum, who is the chairman of the 
New York State Republican Party, and 
who sometimes mistakes himself as be­ 
ing rather the Party’s 
master than Its ser­ 
vant, a habit he picked 
up from 
N elson 
Rockefeller over the 
years. 
Briefly examined, 
the fear in the Ford 
camp is that Senator 
Buckley will deprive 
President Ford of 
nomination on the first 
ballot. I have the most 
enduring respect for 
Senator Buckley, issu­ 
ing out of extra biological considerations 
— but even so I am constrained to com­ 
ment that if the junior senator from the 
State of New York, who achieved his own 
election by nomination not of the 
Republican Party but of the Conser­ 


vative Party, and has been in the Senate 
for only a single term, can manage to 
wrest the Presidency away from an in­ 
cumbent who has operated out of the 
White House for two and a half years, 
commands the movements of the Army, 
Navy, and Air Force, dines with the 
Queen of England, and sends bills back 
to Congress with strongly worded in­ 
timations of imperial displeasure — if 
Senator Buckley’s humble suggestion 
that he might permit his own name to be 
placed in nomination threatens the 
security of the President, then that 
security is disastrously insecure. 
What Mr. Ford’s agents are saying in 
effect — using the Aesopian language of 
the politician — is that they cannot run 
the risk of losing a handful of delegates; 
that they fear that if they do not achieve 
the nomination in the first ballot, they 
will not achieve It all all. 
Well, let us concede that is indeed their 
fear; and that the fear is objectively 
rather than neurotically based. If that is 
the case, one understands why Ford’s 
legions are so upset over Senator 
Buckley’s modest preoffering of himself 
in order to break the deadlock. But who 


else should be upset? If the scaffolding 
under President Ford is that creaky, do 
we really want to be upset by a man who 
volunteers to pull the drapes aside per­ 
mitting us to see the straw on which 
Ford rests? 
As for Governor Reagon, one suspects 
that his lieutenants’ concern is, really, 
rather thoughtless. It could only be based 
on the delusion that the Reagan nomina­ 
tion would be won on the first ballot save 
for the intervention of Senator Buckley. 
That is not likely to happen, unless Presi­ 
dent Ford between now and Wednesday 
runs off with Bobby Fischer. So that if 
enough votes from the uncommitted and 
the indecisive were to result In a first 
ballot that went neither to Ford nor to 
Reagan, the contest would move Into the 
second ballots: and there, die contribu­ 
tion of Senator Buckley would transpire. 
What would happen after the first 
ballot is a contest substantially freed 
from the synthetic impositions of first- 
ballot laws and folkways. These of 
course differ from state to state. But 
taking only New Hampshire and Califor­ 
nia, one sees the nature of the antidec- 
mocratic beast. In New Hampshire, 


President Ford barely defeated Gover­ 
nor Reagan — but he walked off with a 
hundred per cent of the delegates. In 
California, Reagan comfortably 
defeated Ford — but Reagan walks off 
with a hundred per cent of the delegitea. 
How It would come out In a liberated se­ 
cond ballot vote no one can precisely 
foretell. For one thing, some states 
provide that a delegate may switch uis 
vote only after receiving permission to 
do so from the primary winner. Other 
states do not, as I suggest, insist on this 
requirement; and then there are the 
states that insist on it but do nothing 
about it when delegates do break away. 
It seems another age when one had to 
wait until the second ballot or beyond to 
decide what was the true sense of the 
Convention, but it is not an age from 
which we should automatically shrink. In 
the old days, Conventions allowed for an 
evolution of feeling. It has been, for in­ 
stance, a long time since the primary of 
New Hampshire, and there should be an 
allowance, in the event of a Convention 
as close as this one, for recrystallised 
positions. Enter Buckley, who is 
welcome at my house. 


H 8c Ocean by Harry Crompe 


It was approximately three years ago 
that a scandal rocked the Federal 
Correctional Institution here in Lompoc 
when members of the Alessio family in 
San Diego were involved in gratuities to 
prison officials in exchange for favorable 
treatment. 
Angelo and John Alessio, brothers, had 
pleaded guilty and 
were fined 96,000 and 
12,500 respectively. 
Dominic Allessio, 
John’s son, was also

Dominic, however,

Last month, a federal judge reimposed 
a six-month prison term and a 910,000 
fine on Dominic, 34, and recommended 
that he be incarcerated at Terminal 
Island. The judge rejected a plea from 
Dominic's defense attorney that he serve 
his term at the Metropolitan Correc­ 
tional Center in downtown San Diego.

sentence. He urged the judge to take note 
of the numerous letters that were writ­ 
ten on behalf of Dominic. He urged the 
court to note the business losses his 
client had suffered with the collapse of 
the U.S. National Bank plus the family 
responsibilities he has had to shoulder 
because of it. 
He urged the court to consider order­ 
ing Alessio to serve his prison term on 


However, Bob Thaller of the U.S. 
Department of Justice’s Organized 
Crime and Racketeering Section, told 
the court the government would oppose 
any modification of the previously im­ 
posed sentence "that would depredate 
the seriousness of the crime or diminish 
the deterrent effect." 
Thaller told the eourt that Alessio had 
termed his conviction a "technical 
overstep Of business practices," adding 
that "if his sentence is modified, he and 
his associates can explain away (the 
gratuities) as an acceptable loss." 
"He should be confined. He should 
wear prison uniform. He should be 
humbled to face the fact that he is being 
punished for criminal conduct," Thaller 
said. 
And, it appears, the judge did just that.

I applied for a booth at the beginning of 
the year. I string my own necklaces, 
chokers and earrings and was denied 
entrance into the festival. Their reasons 
being that I do not cut and drill my own 
stones. I can honestly state that 90 per 
cent of the artists and craftsmen at the 
festival did not drill and cut their own 
stones. It is much too tedious work and 
with the prices of lapidary equipment 
these days, who can afford it! 
One exhibitor from San Juan 
Capistrano had received a letter of ap­ 
plication ten days before the festival 
stating an open space available to him. 
Why should all the outsiders have 
priority over the artists and craftsmen of 
Lompoc? There is so much time, energy 
and expense put into Flower Festival. 
Why should all the money flow into the 
pockets of people outside of Lompoc in­ 
stead of circulating it right here In our 
town? I know quite a few people who live 
and work in Lompoc and are skilled and 
talented artists who have tried to enter 
either this year or sometime before and 
were denied because their work was not 
considered artistic or handmade ,I sup­ 
pose these other people grow their trees 
and make their own cowhide. That’s not 
so idiotic as the response I received from 
our Arts and Crafts Committee There 
were people there with manufactured 
belt buckles, imports from India, China 
and some Indian jewelry as well I know 
a lady who grows her own flowers, dries, 
cuts and makes beautiful flower 
arrangements. Her work was not con­ 
sidered art. 
The people of Lompoc put on our 
festival and we should have equal oppor­ 
tunity in displaying our crafts. If our 
town is one so beautiful, let’s see our 
people treated a little more fair and just.
